WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne, on December 23, 
1983, acquired 93.342 acres (more or less) located in Allen 
County, Indiana, and specifically described on the attached 
Exhibit "A", made a part hereof, said real estate referred to 
as the "Summit Industrial Park Renewal Project" or "Project Site” 
or "Project Real Estate;" 

WHEREAS, the Project Site was acquired by the 
City for purposes of attracting new business; the expansion of 
existing business; and economic development and redevelopment 
purposes in general; 

WHEREAS, the Redevelopment Commission passed a 
Declaratory Resolution on August 16, 1984, establishing the 
Project Site as a renewal project; 

WHEREAS, the development plans for the Project 
Site and the urban renewal plan relative thereto have been 
approved by the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission as conforming 
to the City's master plan of development; 

WHEREAS, this Council, on November 13, 1984, 
approved, ratified, and confirmed the actions of the Redevelopmen 
Commission and the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission with respect 
to the establishment of the Summit Industrial Park Renewal Projec

WHEREAS, the City's Department of Redevelopment has

applied for and has received certain grants as to the development 


of the Project Site; 
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WHEREAS, it is necessary, at this time, to convey 
the property from the City to the Redevelopment Commission so 
that the project may be further developed and so that parcels 
therefrom may be sold to private businesses; 

WHEREAS, the proceeds from the sale of property 
from the Project Site will be paid back to the City to reimburse 
the City for expenditures made with respect to the project, 
including, but not limited to, acquisition costs and costs 
of improving the Project Site. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1: The Common Council of the City of 
Fort Wayne, Indiana, does hereby approve, pursuant to I.C. 
36-1-11-8, of the City's conveyance of the Project Real Estate 
(Exhibit "A") to the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission in 
furtherance of the development of the Project Site. In that 
regard, the Mayor and the members of the Board of Public Works 
and Safety of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana are hereby 
empowered and authorized to execute all deeds of conveyance, 
conveying this property from the City to the Fort Wayne 
Redevelopment Commission. 

SECTION 2: The City is empowered and authorized 
to enter into that certain Agreement attached hereto as a part 
hereof as Exhibit "B" under which the City would receive from 
the proceeds of sale of any Project Real Estate any and all 
monies necessary to reimburse the City and/or its Utilities for 
all expenditures made by the City with respect to the acquisitio 
of the Project Real Estate and all improvements thereon. In tha 
regard, the Mayor and the members of the Board of Public Works 
and Safety are empowered and authorized to execute said Agreemen 
Two copies of said Agreement are on file with the City Clerk of 


the City of Fort Wayne and available for public inspection.

A parcel of land located in the Northwest One-Quarter of Section 15 and 

the Northeast One-Quarter of Section 16, all in Township 31 North, Range 

12 East, Allen County, Indiana, more particularly described as follows:

AGREEMENT 

THIS AGREEMENT, made and entered into this 
day of , 1985, by and between THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, 
INDIANA, and its CITY UTILITIES, hereafter referred to together 
as "City", and THE FORT WAYNE REDEVELOPMENT COMMISSION, hereafter 
referred to as "Commission", 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS, the City, on December 23, 1983, acquired 
93.342 acres (more or less) located in Allen County, Indiana, and 
specifically described on the attached Exhibit "A", made a part 
hereof, said real estate hereinafter referred to as "Summit Industrial 
Park Renewal Project" or "Project Site" or "Project Real Estate;" 

WHEREAS, the Project Site was acquired for purposes 
of attracting new business; the expansion of existing business; and 
economic development and redevelopment purposes in general; 

WHEREAS, the Commission passed a Declaratory Resolution 
on August 16, 1984, establishing the Project Site as a renewal project; 

WHEREAS, the development plans for the Project Site and 
the urban renewal plan relative thereto have been approved by the 
Fort Wayne City Plan Commission as conforming to the City's master 
plan of development; 

WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, on November 13, 1984, approved, ratified, and confirmed the 
actions of the Commission and the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission 
with respect to Summit Industrial Park Renewal Project; 

WHEREAS, the Commission has caused to be held a public 
hearing at which hearing remonstrances and objections from persons 
affected by the proceedings pertaining to the proposed project would 
be received and heard by the Commissioners, and due notice of said 
meeting was published; 

WHEREAS, pursuant to Resolution No. 85-1, the Commission 


has adopted its Confirmatory Resolution with respect to Summit 


Industrial Park Renewal Project; he : 
Chowrr<ce Wf, 


WHEREAS, the City and its Department of Redevetepmént 
has made application for and has received grants from the United 
States Government with regards to the development of the Project 
Site; 

WHEREAS, to move forward with the project, it is now 
necessary for the City to convey the Project Real Estate to the 
Commission, which will in turn sell to private buyers parcels from 
the Project Site; 

WHEREAS, the City and/or its Utilities has and will 
expend monies for the acquisition of the Project Real Estate and 
improvements thereon in furtherance of the City's obligations to 
provide "matching" funds and contributions in concert with federal 
grants supporting the project; 

WHEREAS, the Commission will sell parcels from the 
Project Site and will in turn reimburse the City for expenditures 
made by the City in relationship to the Project Site and the acquisition 
and development of same. 

NOW, THEREFORE, for good and valuable consideration, 
the receipt and sufficiency of which is hereby acknowledged, it is 
agreed as follows: 

1. Subject to approval by the Common Council of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, as required by I.C. 36-1-11-8, and subject 
to approval of the Board of Public Works and Safety of the City of 
Fort Wayne, the City hereby agrees to convey unto the Commission the 
Project Real Estate (Exhibit "A"). This conveyance shall also be 
accepted and confirmed by a Resolution passed by the Commission. 

2. The Commission shall proceed with the project in 
accordance with plans as approved by the Commission, the Fort Wayne 
City Plan Commission, and the Common Council. In that regard, the 
Commission shall sell to private buyers parcels from the Project Real 


Estate pursuant to all applicable provisions of I.C. 36-7-14-1 et.seq. 


3. Unless otherwise agreed to by the City, all sales 
of Project Real Estate by the Commission shall result in the payment 
in full of the purchase price at closing. All proceeds from the 
sale of any and all Project Real Estate shall be received by the 
Commission at the closings and same shall be tendered to the City 
for reimbursement to the City and/or its Utilities as herein described. 
That is, any and all sale proceeds shall be given to the City of 
Fort Wayne as a reimbursement until that point in time that the City 
has been reimbursed for all "costs" of the City and/or its Utilities 
with respect to the project. The term "costs" as herein used shall 
be defined as: "Any and all acquisition costs, including principal 
and interest thereon; any and all other capital costs relative to 
the Project Site and the development of same as carried on the books 
of the City and/or any of its Utilities; and any and all carrying 
charges experienced by the City and/or any of its Utilities with 
respect to the acquisition of the Project Real Estate or development 
thereof, including, but not limited to, the City's and/or its Utilities 
loss of use of monies expended for the Project Site." Once the City 
has been reimbursed in full for such costs, then any and all further 
sale proceeds shall belong to the Commission. 

4. If, for any reason, the Project Real Estate is to be 
conveyed by the Commission for less than its appraised value, then 
in such event, the City shall have the right to approve of such a 
conveyance. 

5. This Agreement shall be construed in accordance with 


the laws of the State of Indiana.
